1. A chimerical peptide-nucleic acid fragment comprising: 

^ (a) a oeil-specific, compartment-specific or membrane-specific signal peptide, 
/ witmthe exception of a KDEL signal sequence, 

(b) a linkage agent, 

(c) a nucleic acid (oligonucleotide), 

the signal peptide being linked via the linkage agent which via amino acids at the 
carboxy-terminal end of the signal peptide is linked therewith so as to ensure the 
appropriate nucleic acid introduction into cell organelles and cells. 
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
